A woman who intervened in 
a fight on a train is being 
urged to come forward by 
police investigating the 
death of aspiring rapper 
Warsame Warsame. 

Mr Warsame died on Mon¬ 
day, March 4, two days after 
being found unconscious 
aboard the 1.16pm London 
Waterloo to Chessington ser¬ 
vice as it travelled between 
Wimbledon and Raynes Park 
stations. 

Earlier that day, on the 
12.42pm Hampton Court to 
Waterloo service, he had 
been involved in a fight with 
another passenger as the

train travelled to Wimbledon 
from Raynes Park. 

British Transport Police 
(BTP) are trying to establish 
whether he died as a result 
of injuries from the attack or 
from a pre-existing medical 
condition. The aspiring rap¬ 
per, who went by the name 
DJ Instant, needed regular 
dialysis ever since being bot¬ 
tled inside a Kingston night¬ 
club in 2007. 

Now the BTP have issued 
CCTV footage showing a 
woman they believe could 


have information about the 
alleged assault. 

Detective Superintendent 
Gary Richardson, senior in¬ 
vestigating officer, said: 
“After an altercation broke 
out between Warsame and 
another man, a woman on 
the train stepped in to chal¬ 
lenge the man and immedi¬ 
ately informed a member of 
staff. 

“From viewing CCTV, we 
know she boarded the train 
at Surbiton station and left 
at Wimbledon. 

“I must stress that this 
woman is innocent and she 
is not wanted in connection 


with this assault. 

“She was on the train at 
the time and helped alert 
staff, who later informed po¬ 
lice, and we simply want to 
find out what, if anything, 
she might know about 
Warsame’s death. 

“Our thoughts remain 
very much with Warsame’s 
family at this acutely diffi¬ 
cult and sad time for them, 
and we will do all we can to 
try to answer the many ques¬ 
tions they have about the cir¬ 
cumstances leading to his 
death. 

“We are continuing to 
appeal for anyone with 


information to come for¬ 
ward. Do you know the 
woman? Are you the woman 
pictured? If so, we’d like to 
hear from you.” 

Anyone with information 
is asked to call British 
Transport Police on 0800 
405040, quoting B5/LSA of 
04/12/12. Alternatively call 
the independent charity 
Crimestoppers, anonymous¬ 
ly, on 0800 555 111.

was stalled by criminal pro¬ 
ceedings that finished in 
November 2012. 

The allegations dated back

David Tucker, from the 
NSPCC, said: “Publishing 
serious case reviews for just a 
short period is not good

practice and we are con¬ 
cerned that this is happening. 

“The idea of making these 
reports public is for people to 
discover what went wrong 
and to try to ensure those 
mistakes are not repeated. 

“If this is not happening it 
can only be a hindrance to 
saving children from being 


seriously harmed or killed 
and does nothing to bolster 
confidence that lessons are 
being learned.” 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesman said: “Since 
June 2010 we have been clear 
that lessons can only be 
learned from these tragic 
cases if the findings are open 
and transparent to profes¬ 
sionals and the public.” 

In a statement Kingston 
Council said: “Given the 
length of time this matter had 
been ongoing for family mem¬ 
bers it was agreed with them 
that the executive summary 
would be published on 
Kingston’s LCSB website and 
as it was under old guidance 
it would only be published for 
a short period of time. 

“This allowed the LCSB to 
better meet the needs of a 
very vulnerable family.” 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
the councillor responsible 
for children’s services, said: 


“I had a chance last night to 
discuss this matter very 
briefly with the director Nick 
Whitfield. 

“He confirmed that the seri¬ 
ous case review was pub¬ 
lished in line with guidance 
and that any possible future 
publication would require 
the consent of the family 
concerned.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said he under¬ 
stood other London boroughs 
followed the same guidance. 

But in a survey of 16 other 
London safeguarding chil¬ 
dren boards, all published 
anonymised executive sum¬ 
maries of serious case 
reviews as a matter of course. 

Two boards - Hounslow and 
Brent - had removed serious 
case reviews after three 
months and six months re¬ 
spectively, but said the re¬ 
views were still available 
upon request.

One parent said in an 
11-plus internet forum: 
“Maybe they should pay 
more attention to website se¬ 
curity.” 

Another said: “Shocking 
but I guess that is the down¬ 
side to having super intelli¬ 
gent pupils (if it was a pupil). 

“Maybe it was a disgruntled 
parent whose son didn’t get a 
place?”

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Teen burglar: I’ll have 
to steal to find £500 


A burglar who stole £5,200-worth 
of electrical goods from a school 
told magistrates the only way he 
could pay compensation would be 
to reoffend. 

The 17-year-old from Chessing- 
ton, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, admitted stealing five 
computers, six Kindles, and three 
computer screens from Grey Court 
School in Ham. 

He denied taking £500 in cash 
when he appeared at Wimbledon 
Youth Court on March 20. 

The court heard the 17-year-old 
and his friend fled after setting off 
a burglar alarm when they

climbed through an open window. 

But the pair were caught on 
CCTV returning 10 minutes later 
to ransack the classrooms at about 
3am on February 2. 

Prosecutor Stanley Amah said 
the boy’s friend called a minicab 
and the pair left and sold off their 
haul that night. 

The 17-year-old admitted he split 
the money from the sale with his 
accomplice but said he did not 
know what he spent it on. 

Lead magistrate Margaret 


Wilson handed the boy a youth re¬ 
habilitation order for nine months, 
to be completed by December 19, 
including an electronic tag for 
three months. 

She also ordered him to pay £500 
in compensation, which she said 
was a token payment and when 
she asked how he would pay it he 
laughed and said he only had 50p. 

He said: “The only way I am 
going to get £500 is if I reoffend.” 

A pair of trainers left by the 
boy’s accomplice led police to the 
second burglar, another 17-year- 
old. He is due to be sentenced at the 
same court on March 27.

One in three convicts reoffend 


One in three people reoffend in 
Kingston according to figures re¬ 
leased by the London Probation 
Trust. 

The most recent figures come from 
data compiled from October 2009 
and September 2010 . 

Probation officers work with of¬ 
fenders who are given community 
orders or custodial sentences of 
more than 12 months. 

In Kingston 35.3 per cent of offend¬ 
ers who served more than 12 months 
in custody reoffended - this is about 
1 per cent more than the borough’s 
target reoffending rate at 34.4 per 
cent. 

But in neighbouring borough Rich¬ 
mond, the probation trust has done 
better than its target reoffending 
rate of 34.5 per cent, as only 30.4 per 
cent of offenders reoffended. 

Croydon and Wandsworth bor¬ 
oughs also had lower reoffending 
rates against their given targets - 
but the latter was given more leeway 
with a higher target of reoffending 
being acceptable. 

Boroughs such as Hounslow and 
Sutton did not meet their reoffend¬ 
ing targets and had higher reoffend¬ 
ing rates. 


A spokesman from the London Pro¬ 
bation Trust said: “Straight compar¬ 
isons can be very misleading and 
even the Ministry of Justice con¬ 
firms that the figures are not de¬ 
signed to be compared - it is not a 
league table. 

“Different local factors such as de¬ 
mographics, varying police detec¬ 
tion rates and use of cautions 
strongly influence these figures. 
Sometimes offenders reoffend in 
other boroughs, there are also differ¬ 
ent categories of offender and differ¬ 
ent types and patterns of offending 
and reoffending. 

“Also some offenders will unfortu¬ 
nately, reoffend before work to ad¬ 
dress their offending has even 
begun.” 

Magistrate Joan McConn, who 
previously sat at Kingston Magis¬ 
trates’ Court, said: “Prison costs a 
lot of money and does not necessari¬ 
ly work for a lot of offenders. We do 
get a few back in. 

“I think community orders are a 
good thing as they keep people in so¬ 
ciety and they are paying back for 
their wrong. 

“People also like to see these peo¬ 
ple doing something for society.”

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£300k sports funding 
‘step in right direction’

Primary school sports funding 
has arrived just in time, accord¬ 
ing to the women in charge of 
sports. 

More than £300,000 will be made 
available for spending on sport, 
with teachers deciding how to dis¬ 
tribute the cash. 

But funding for a school sport 
partnership in the borough had 
previously been cut by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Sandra Blenkinsop, Kingston 
school sport partnership organis¬ 
er, said: “It is good we have got 
this money, I am not going to say 
it isn’t. It has come just in time. 

“We have maintained the part¬ 
nership and we have carried on 
much the same, only on a reduced 
level of funding. 

“It would have been so much 
better if they had given it three 
years ago - we could have had 
things in place and not scrabbled 
around. 

“We will hopefully continue to 
deliver competition and PE pro¬ 
grammes for Kingston schools.” 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
lead member for young people, 
said the grant did not erase the 
damage done by cuts to previous 
Government sports funding.

She said: “They obliterated the 
schools partnership, which was 
really good at nurturing partner¬ 
ships and coaching. 

“In the way that so many things 
were cut that was just another 
casualty. This will not make up 
for it but it is a step in the right 
direction.” 

Ofsted inspectors will look more 
closely at sport and at how 
schools spend the new money, the 
Government said. 

It also hoped the scheme would 
help reduce the number of chil¬ 
dren leaving primary school 
obese or overweight - currently 
one in three, it said. 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
said the money would help “cre¬ 
ate a culture in our schools that 


encourages all children to be ac¬ 
tive and enjoy sport” after the 
London Olympics. 

Surrey schools will receive 
about £2.7m, while primaries in 
Richmond borough will get about 
£370,000. 

The figure was calculated on a 
per-pupil basis. 

A Department for Education 
spokeswoman said: “We have lis¬ 
tened to teachers, and to Ofsted, 
who have said that sport provi¬ 
sion in our primary schools is far 
too often just not up to scratch. 

“That is why we are putting 
money directly into the hands of 
primary headteachers to spend it 
on improving PE instead of main¬ 
taining the infrastructure of the 
school sport partnerships.”

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Disabled people speak 
out over verbal abuse

People with disabilities have 
spoken out about the abuse they 
sometimes face in public. 

Fran O’Brien, 60, from New 
Malden, runs the Yadapa chari¬ 
ty, which provides art work¬ 
shops for young and disabled 
people. 

Her ability to walk deteriorat¬ 
ed due to childhood polio, and 
she uses a motorised 
wheelchair. Last summer she 
experienced a shocking in¬ 
stance of spitefulness. 

She said: “I was crossing the 
road and was aware there was a 
car a way off in the distance. I 
had just started to cross and I 
heard an engine change gear. 
As they came towards me I 
could not do anything but keep 
going and pray. 

“They were clearly finding it 
hilariously funny - they were 
trying to frighten me, not trying 
to hit me. If I had stopped in 
fright they may well have hit 
me. I just wonder whether peo¬ 
ple actually put themselves in 
your position.” 

Sometimes insensitivity can 
be a cause for amusement, she 
said. An elderly lady once said 
to her: “It must be lovely 
not having to walk.” 

Mrs O’Brien said: “I under¬ 
stood where she was coming

from. You need a sense of hu¬ 
mour if you are disabled.” 

She had a positive experience 
in Snappy Snaps in Union 
Street, Kingston. After he was 
alerted to poor access, a worker 
arranged the same week for a 
ramp to be kept ready. 

“He proved how easy it was do 
to that,” Mrs O’Brien said. 

Liam O’Carroll, 42, a freelance 
writer and actor who lives in 
Kingston, lost his sight in his 
late teens. 

He recalled one incident in 
which someone pretended to 
spit in his ear. 

He said: “They did not spit but 
they made the noise. That per¬ 
son had been there and was 
watching us all the way.” 

“Although they make you feel 
very uncomfortable and bad 
they are transparent in the 
sense that it does not have 
major implications for me.” 

But being given the impres¬ 
sion he is unwelcome in shops, 
for example, is wearing, he said. 

He said: “When people are 
being openly abusive you know 
where you stand. Being exclud¬ 
ed is far more damaging in the 
long term.”

Mr Carter first 
phoned Harmoni 
to report Liam 
was screaming 
and had a 
high tempera¬ 
ture.

or elderly, and he should drive 
Liam to Kingston Hospital’s 
accident and emergency de¬ 
partment himself. 

Mr Carter is registered dis¬ 
abled after breaking his neck 
18 years ago, and was unable 
to drive on account of his 
medication. 

With wife Kerry caring for 
their eldest son Lewis, who 
had tonsillitis, Mr Carter said 
Harmoni booked an appoint¬ 
ment for them at Kingston 
Hospital at 10am.

At 3pm that day, a doctor ar¬ 
rived and diagnosed Liam 
with tonsillitis - but had to 
travel back to Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal to get prescription forms 
for antibiotics.

Cautious welcome for 
Budget’s homes plans 


Goverment could still do more 


say agents 



Estate agents have given a 
cautious welcome to the plans 
announced in last week’s 
Budget to help people buy a 
home of their own. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
announced various measures 
to help purchasers. 

Help to Buy - a development 
of the current FirstBuy and 
NewBuy schemes - will take 
two forms. 

Buyers can take an interest- 
free loan from the 
government, available from 
April 1, which will help people 
who want to buy a new-build 
property. 

It is available to existing 
homeowners as well as first¬ 
time buyers. 

Borrowers will need to raise 
a deposit of five per cent of 
the value of the property but

can borrow a further 20 per 
cent on an interest-free basis. 
The biggest loan available will 
be £120,000. 

The other part of the Help to 
Buy scheme sees the 
government acting as 
guarantor for some of a 
borrower’s debt. 

It will provide the lender 
with a guarantee of up to 15 
per cent of your loan - 
allowing it to offer a mortgage 
even though the deposit you 
have put down might be as 
little as five per cent (the 
minimum to take part in the 
scheme). 

This will be available from 
January next year and will 
be available to buyers of 


old as well as new-build 
properties. 

The loan and guarantee will 
be available for homes worth 
up to £600,000 and there will 
be no cap on how much you 


can earn to qualify. 

Mark Hayward, president of 
the National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) said 
the proposals are a help but 
more needs to be done. 


“The NAEA has 
consistently called on the 
Government and the banks to 
look at more comprehensive 
ways to improve access to 
funding for prospective 
homeowners, especially for 
the important first-time 
buyer market. 

“In the absence of a Stamp 
Duty Holiday for first-time 
buyers, it is imperative that 
politicians, the house building 
industry and the major 
lenders continue to look at 
more ways to offer support to 
this fragile part of the sector.” 

The House Builders 
Federation (HBF) welcomed 
the proposals. 

Stewart Baseley, executive 
chairman of HBF said: “A 
lack of affordable mortgage 
availability remains the 


biggest constraint on housing 
supply - something govern¬ 
ment now understands and is 
looking to address. 

“Extending NewBuy to the 
secondhand market should 
create churn in the market 
place and drive up sales 
across the board - including 
for new homes. 

“We do though need to 
ensure a level playing field 
across the whole market. 

“Extending FirstBuy is very 
welcome and will provide a 
real option for people 
currently unable to buy - so 
providing a vital market for 
the new homes industry. 

“Government must be 
praised for its attempts to 
stimulate activity, but must 
also be wary to get the details 
right.”

What best-selling booklet 
applies to the whole of 
England, Scotland and Wales 
and, according to the 
Government, is ‘essential 
reading’ for everyone?

Autonational Rescue’s 
marketing manager Ronan 
Hart, said: “Many motorists 
believe their driving 
experience more than makes 
up for not knowing what’s in 






the Highway Code. 

“But if you disobey many of 
its rules, either deliberately 
or by not being aware of 
them, you’ll be committing a 
criminal offence and can be 
fined, given penalty points or 
disqualified from driving. In 
the most serious cases you 
could even be sent to prison. 

He added: “It’s really a 
question of common sense, 
but the booklet should not be 
allowed to just gather dust on 
your shelves. 

“Sitting down once in a 
while and refreshing your 
memory about what’s in the 
Highway Code is good 
practice and I guarantee you 
will find some surprises in 
there of rules of the road that 
you just weren’t aware of.” 


Here’s what The Code says 
about breakdowns: 

If your vehicle breaks 
down, think first other road 
users and 

• get your vehicle off the 
road if possible; 

• warn other traffic by using 
your hazard warning lights; 

• wear light-coloured or 
fluorescent clothing in 
daylight and reflective 
clothing at night or in poor 
visibility; 

• put a warning triangle on 
the road at least 45 metres 
(147ft) behind your broken- 
down vehicle on the same 
side of the road, or use other 
permitted warning devices if 
you have them. 

• always take great care 
when placing or retrieving 


warning devices, but never 
use them on motorways; 

• if possible, keep your 
sidelights on if it is dark or 
visibility is poor 

• do not stand (or let 
anybody else stand) between 
your vehicle and oncoming 
traffic 

• at night or in poor 
visibility do not stand 
where you will prevent 
other road users seeing your 
lights.

New Malden’s Tom Onslow- 
Cole admits preparations for 
this year’s British Touring 
Car Championship are very 
last-minute, but he remains 
confident of a positive 
outcome. 

The new BTCC season starts 
this weekend at Brands 
Hatch, with Onslow-Cole still 
to get behind the wheel of his 
next generation touring car 
Volkswagen Passat. 

The 25-year-old signed a 
three-year deal in January 
with Tony Gilham’s Team 
Hard - which enjoyed one top 
three finish last season - after 
finishing sixth last year with 
Team eBay Motors. 

Onslow-Cole’s car is a new 
build, so new in fact it is not 
yet finished. 

He said: “We haven’t been 
able to do any testing yet, but 
we’re hoping the car will be 
ready for testing on Thursday 
night. 

“We’ll have track time on 
Friday, and it may seem last 
minute but I have every confi¬ 
dence in the product we’ve 
built. 

“It may seem late, but the 
car has to be right. If we rush 
it through and something is 
wrong, then it can take all 
year to get right. 

“It’s important to get the 


build right first time round.” 

Since entering the BTCC in 
2007, Onslow-Cole has spent 
six seasons moving from one 
team to another, so it was a 
surprise to some that he 
signed a three-year deal with 
Team Hard. 

However, rather than prefer- 
ing a nomadic existence, On¬ 
slow-Cole said it was not how 
he wanted to spend his career. 

He said: “The past few sea¬ 
sons have not been ideal or 


how I wanted to do things. 

“But I managed to strike a 
deal with Tony, and from a 
personal point of view it is 
perfect. 

“Looking at it as a three- 
year project is not necessarily 
what we want to do, because 
we want to be winning the 
title by next year. 

“The plan is to get the car 
right this year, get some 
wins under our belt and 
then have a good winter in 


preparation for next year. 

“This year might be diffi¬ 
cult, but we’re looking for 
good results throughout the 
season.” 

Meanwhile, team-mate 
Howard Fuller of Worcester 
Park will drive for Gilham on 
a part-season basis - the 20- 
year-old made his BTCC 
debut last year. 

The BTCC kicks off on 
March 31, before going to Don- 
ington Park on April 21.
